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FEARS OVER 
FAMILY CUTS 


A PROPOSAL to close three 
out of five children's centres 
in the Banbury area will 
"destroy hope" it has been 
claimed. 

Oxfordshire County Council 
has told staff of the plans, to 
plug a £61 m black hole 
following a cut in Government 
funding. 

But there are fears the move 
will hit mothers with children 
aged under five, who get 
support and advice from the 
centres. 

The Conservative-run 
authority has refused to say how 
many of the 44 centres across 
the county face the axe and no 
decisions have yet been taken. 

But a presentation given to 
staff - seen by The Banbury 
Cake - shows two remaining in 
the Banbury area and five in 
Oxford.

The centres currently open in 
the Banbury area include: The 
Sunshine Centre, Edmunds 
Road; North Banbury Children's 
Centre, Hardwick School; 
Britannia Road Children's 
Centre, Grove Street, and East 
Street Centre, Calder Close. 

The review also includes 
Butterfly Meadows in Tadmarton 
Road, Bloxham. 

One Banbury centre worker - 
who did not want to be named 
- said: "The whole point of 
these centres is to stop families 
ending up in crisis. If you take 
them away then Banbury 
families will suffer." 

Advice on issues like 
breastfeeding, work, benefits 
and parenting classes are 
among its key services, she said. 

"Our users tell us we have 


made a positive difference to 
their lives. I am frightened for 
the future." Part-time Morrisons 
worker Ashley Simmons, 24, 
attends Britannia Road 
Children's Centre twice a week 
with her sons, Ethan, one, and 
Isaac, three months. 

The Albert Street resident was 
among those who voiced 
concerns at a council meeting, 
called to debate its savings 
programme, at Banbury Town 
Hall on Monday. 

She said: "It feels like there 
are so many cuts facing future 
generations. What is going to be 
left?" 

"The staff at the centres are

fantastic. Whatever problems 
you have, you can go there and 
they will help you deal with it." 

Labour Banbury Grimsbury & 
Castle county councillor Mike 
Beal said he was "absolutely 
horrified". 

He said: "The Government 
have done this. They have no 
faith in the public service and 
they are destroying hope and 
help for young families." 

The council said proposals 
would be made public in 
December and final decisions 
taken in February, before setting 
its budget for the year from 
April 1. 

It was told by Government 
ministers that it had to save a 
further £61 m from 2014 to 
2018 - on top of £74m already 
planned and £127m being 
made from 2010 to this year. 

A council statement said: 
"There are new financial 
realities facing Oxfordshire. In 
those circumstances, we want to 
ensure services are targeted at 
those in greatest need. 

"So, we are looking at a real 
change of focus for children's 
centres. We will not be able to 
afford the widespread coverage 
that exists at present. 

"We must concentrate on 
where these services would best 
be focused - for the most 
vulnerable."

■ A LOST battlefield from the 
Wars of the Roses has been 
discovered on the planned route 
of HS2, the Fondon-to- 
Birmingham high speed rail link. 
The site of the battle of Edgecote, 
fought on July 26, 1469, is six 
miles north of Banbury and will 
now be given listed status by 
English Heritage. That will not 
give it statutory protection from 
development but the status will 
have to be considered in the 


planning process.

■ CHIPPING Norton-based 
cameraman Phil Ball has been 
denied bail in court in Russia 
over piracy charges. He was 
among 30 Greenpeace protestors 
detained by Russian authorities 
during a protest at an Arctic Sea 
oil platform. They will now 
remain in prison until a hearing 
on November 24. Former US 
Secretary of State Hillary Clinton 
said that there should be an 
"outcry" over the detentions. 


Man, 20, convicted of sexual activity with a child 


A 20-YEAR-OLD man has been 
convicted of having sexual activity with 
a child but cleared of indecent assault. 

Tommy Fury, of The Beeches Caravan 
Park, in Old London Road, Chipping 
Norton, was found guilty of performing 
a sex act on a teenage boy in 2011. 

On Friday, a jury in Oxford Crown 
Court took seven hours and 23 minutes 
to reach a majority verdict by a margin 
of ten to two. 


The week-long trial heard Charles 
Ward-Jackson, prosecuting, say that the 
incident had taken place in Chipping 
Norton. 

During his cross-examination, the 
barrister said to Fury: "You lay down 
next to him and put your hand down his 
trousers, didn't you?" 

The defendant replied: "No, I didn't." 

Mr Ward-Jackson also asked questions 
about text messages sent from his phone 


to the complainant, which referred to 
the incident. 

Fury said he did not know who sent 
the messages and that he sometimes left 
his phone charging unattended at a 
friend's house. 

Mr Ward-Jackson said: "It's so much 
simpler than that - you sent them." 

Fury replied: "No, I didn't send those 
text messages." 

Mr Ward-Jackson added that some of

the texts seemed to be "blaming" 
victim for the encounter. 

He said another message threatened 
to tell people about the assault and was 
"blackmailing" the teenager. 

Fury was cleared of an indecent 
assault on another teenage boy, who it 
was alleged he had kissed on the neck. 

He was released on bail and will be 
sentenced at the Crown court next 
month. 


Public debate is launched as axe hangs over council budget 


There's 'no guarantees' 


as £ 61 m of cuts loom

COUNTY council leader Ian Hudspeth this week launched a 
public consultation exercise to gauge reaction to £61 m of cuts - 
but said he could not guarantee that he would be able to protect 
the services people may want saved. 

County Hall could be forced to save up to £61 m from its 
budget - on top of savings of £201 m it has already made or is 
committed to. 

A series of meetings with residents across the county was 
started in Banbury on Monday, with further meetings planned 
across the county. 

Mr Hudspeth pledged to take all views that were raised on 
board, but he said people attending would have to accept that not 
all of their concerns would lead to the protection of services. 

He said: "The bottom line is that we have to save £61 m. It's an 
awful lot of money. We have done the easy-to-do stuff and now 
we're reaching some really 
challenging decisions. 
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I want to be sure we get the 
best deal for the people of 
Oxfordshire." 

The new cuts being rolled out 
come after Chancellor George 
Osborne announced plans to cut 
council budgets by ten per cent. 

Council finance bosses will 
not know exactly how much 
needs to be saved until Mr 
Osborne releases his autumn 
statement, due on December 4. 

But Mr Hudspeth says he 
wants everyone to be involved in 
the discussion about what they 
do. 

Mr Hudspeth said: "It's always 
important to make sure we give 
the opportunity for residents to 
speak to us directly, so they can 
tell us what's important to them." 

He said the council would not 
be giving people a list of services 
and asking them to select which 
ones they valued least. 

"This is a fantastic opportunity 
for people to come and meet me 
and talk to me about what we're 
trying to do."

A MAN aged 37 suffocated himself to death 
just a week after receiving confirmation of his 
divorce, an inquest heard. 

Choudhry Tahir Imtiaz, of Evenlode, 

Banbury, was found dead in his bedroom on 
July 7 by firefighters. 

An inquest at Oxfordshire Coroner's Court 
heard that his sister-in-law, Shabina Jawed, 
called the emergency services after his brother, 
Amer, found a note on Mr Imtiaz's door that 
read "Call 999". 

A note was also discovered in Mr Imtiaz's 
room, in the house he shared with the couple, 
which read: "I, Tahir Imtiaz, blame no one for 
this action. No one is involved." 

Oxfordshire assistant coroner Nicholas 
Graham recorded a verdict of suicide.

Apology to school 
on unfair headline 

ON October 10, the Banbury Cake published 
a report about the Ofsted inspection carried 
out at Orchard Fields Primary School and its 
judgment that it was inadequate, under the 
headline Head complains after pupils are 
called racist. 

There was a strapline above the headline 
that said: Ofsted finds 'serious weaknesses' and 
racism on return visit. 

John Christie, the chairman of Governors at 
the school, has complained about the headline 
and the story, saying it does not accurately 
reflect the comments by Inspector Ann 
Debono. 

Ms Debono's comments included: "There 
are too many fixed-term exclusions and 
recorded incidents of racist behaviour, albeit 
by a minority of pupils," and "There are still 
too many incidents of racist name-calling, 
including amongst the youngest children." 

The Banbury Cake accepts the headline and 
strapline do not reflect accurately the nature of 
Ms Debono's criticisms about racist incidents 
at the school and apologises for that. Her 
report clearly indicated problems over racist 
behaviour but she did not label any pupils as 
racist. 

We are also happy to clarify that Ms 
Debono's criticism said the incidents were by a 
minority of pupils.

■ The 'dangers 7 of NHS cuts 

New chief 
i n safety 
warning

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PATIENT safety must not be compromised by cuts to NHS and 
social care budgets, the new chairman of Oxfordshire's official 
care watchdog has said. 

Larry Sanders warned of the "horrors" of the Mid Staffordshire NHS 
Foundation Trust scandal - where up to 1,200 patients died - as he 
became the first chairman of Healthwatch. 

The watchdog, which was set up this year to replace the Oxfordshire 
Local Involvement Network - has been established as what he calls 
"unprecedented" cuts are made to services. 

Oxfordshire County Council - which runs social services and spends 
about £900m each year - last month announced it would have to make 
£60m savings from 2014 to 2018 on top of the £74m already planned 

The NHS faces a £20bn "savings challenge" and costs would have to 
be cut by about five per cent at county hospitals by Oxford Hospitals 
NHS Trust by 2018. 

All this comes after one of the biggest reorganisations of the NHS, the 
transfer of major funding decisions from managers to a GP-led 
organisation, the Oxfordshire Clinical Commissioning Group. 

Mr Sanders, 78, said: "Budgets are not our problem. We are not in 
charge of budgets. Our problem is what is happening on the ground. 

"Mid Staffs can happen elsewhere. They had to cut £10m out of their 
budget and the only way they did that was to get rid of nurses. They did 
that and ended up with a horror." 

He said: "You can't get anybody fed or 
cleaned by an empty chair." 

The watchdog function was once carried 
out by Community Health Councils, of which 
Mr Sanders was a county member from 1996 
until their abolition for LINks in 2003. 

This severed the link between individual 
complaints - which CHCs handled - and 
general issues, a link Mr Sanders wants to 
restore by working closely with the advocacy 
charity, SEAP. 

He said of his work with the CHC: "It 
meant we knew about every complaint. It 
meant we were seeing 
the bigger picture. We 
want to work with SEAP 
to analyse the patterns 
that emerge." 

He said LINks 
"diluted" the work of 
CHCs by cutting budgets 
and, while working with 
senior managers on 
wider issues was 
important, contact with 
patients was key. 

He said: "If we go out, 
find people and find out 
what is really happening, 
then that will have to be 
responded to."

Roads death toll falling 'year-on-year' 


STATISTICS show road deaths in the county 
are falling year-on year. 

There were 41 deaths on Oxfordshire 
roads in 2010. Last year there were 1 7 and 
there have been nine so far this year. 

Inspector Paul Winks, head of the road 
death investigation team, put the fall down 


to improvements in car safety, better road 
design, and the unit's prevention work. 

But he said people were still dying 
unnecessarily, adding: "We are still seeing 
far too many deaths as a result of people not 
wearing a seatbelt." 

The investigation team look into cases 


where people have died and where 
someone may need to be prosecuted. Insp 
Winks said about half of road deaths led to 
a prosecution. 

He also said almost all road accidents 
were down to human error, rather than 
vehicle defects. 


THE number of speed 
camera tickets has rocketed 
since 2008, figures obtained 
by the Banbury Cake show. 

Some 33,613 were handed to 
motorists last year compared to 
26,285 in 2008, a rise of 28 per 
cent. 

Police said this brought in an 
estimated £728,760 last year 
compared to £650,160 in 2008. 
Cash goes to The Treasury. 

Debate has raged about the 
value of the cameras in 
improving safety on county 
roads. 

All 65 were switched off in 
August 2010 because of 
Government funding cuts but 
were switched back on eight 
months later. 

During that time 18 people 
were killed in smashes 
compared with 12 deaths in the 
same period the year before, the 
first rise in four years. 

Fatal collisions fell from 42 in 
2008 to 30, 41, 26 and 28 in the 
following years. Some 63 died in 
2000. 

Non-fatal but serious smashes 
went from 301 in 2008 to 315, 
354, 329 and 279 in subsequent 
years. This was 453 in 2000. 

Chief Inspector Henry 
Parsons, of Thames Valley 
Police's joint roads policing unit, 
said: "This figure is still too high, 
each one representing real 
people needlessly dying and the 
police's role is to try and prevent 
these hideous events occurring." 

Anyone caught speeding is 
sent a notice of intended 
prosecution which carries three 
points and a £100 fine. 

Points are waived if drivers 
attend a course, for those who 
have not attended one with a 
participating force in the last 
three years. 

They must also have been 
caught "at or just above" the 
35mph speed limit threshold in 
a 30mph zone. 

Those driving at 50mph or 
above go to court, where they 
can be fined up to £2,500 and 
given up to six points. 

Chief lnsp Parsons said: 
"Where appropriate we offer an 
educational alternative to 
prosecution." 

Road safety team leader at 
Oxfordshire County Council 
Mandy Rigault said: "We are 
committed to reducing the 
number of people killed and

injured in road accidents and 
improving conditions for all road 
users, including vulnerable 
groups such as pedestrians and 
cyclists. 

"People observing speed 
limits can help us to achieve 
this. 

"We urge people to be aware 
of the speed they are driving at 
as the higher the speed they are 
travelling at, the less time they 
have to react to an incident." 

Among those caught last year 
was plumber Kevin Wallington. 

Mr Wallington, caught doing 
30mph in his 20mph street, said: 
"They are just trying to get 
revenue off people. 

"They shouldn't be monitoring 
a 20mph hill with ten officers 
when they could be catching 
pickpockets in Oxford, or 
burglars and keeping law and 
order. 

"They are raking it in like we 
are some kind of fat cash cow. 
They will be taxing us for 
breathing fresh air soon." 

He said: "It actually takes 
your concentration away from 
the road if you are looking at the 
speed dial to make sure you are 
below 20." 

Taxi driver Peter Horsely said: 
"In some ways I think it is a 
revenue generator particularly 
because sometimes the signs are 
very small. 

"If you're not from this area 
and the speed limit suddenly 
changes you are going to get 
done." 

But Mark McArthur-Christie, 
director of policy for 
motorcycling think-tank Two 
Wheels Better, said: "Cameras 
are large tall yellow boxes. If 
you can't see them, you 
shouldn't be driving." 

He said: "You don't drive to 
the limit you drive to the road 
conditions and the speed limits 
now change every mile and a 
half." 

Speeding is "not an issue in 
the huge majority of crashes" he 
said. 

"Cameras are a superb 
political invention for local 
politicians to give the impression 
they are doing something when 
in fact they are not actually 
achieving anything." 


Roads officer says 
dealing with death 
was part of his job 


A ROADS policing officer’s 
day can involve anything 
from escorting royalty to 
investigating a five car pile- 
up. 

But Sgt Bryan Smith, a 
team supervisor at the 
force’s roads policing base, 
said dealing with death was 
a part of the job. 

He said: “We know it is our 
job, so we know we are 
expected to deal with things 
and everyone has their own 
coping strategies. 

“Most roads policing 
officers become quite 
impassioned about road 
safety as a result of what 
they see.” 

The officer said it was 
frustrating to see drivers 
ignoring advice on seatbelts 


and mobile phones. 

He said: “I don’t think you 
realise the impact of it until 
you are in this department 
and you constantly see 
people with issues that could 
have been avoided. 

“It is frustrating that the 
message does not seem to 
be getting home - despite 
the vast amount of 
prevention work we do.” 

He said officers always 
found it hard delivering the 
bad news to the relatives of 
someone who had died in a 
road accident. 

But he said: “If it was the 
result of a distraction or from 
not wearing a seatbelt - 
things that are absolutely 
avoidable - it makes it even 
worse.”

BIGGER bonuses handed out 
to hospital executives have 
been labelled "absolutely 
crazy" in the midst of 
planned cutbacks by the 
organisation. 

Bonus payments totalling 
£119,243 were paid to eight 
directors at Oxford University 
Hospitals NHS Trust last year - 
an increase of 61 per cent on the 
£74,067 given out the year 
before. 

It comes as the trust moves to 
save £160m over four years, 
including £2.5m in job cuts. 

The trust said the 
performance-related payments 
were in line with other trusts and 
were paid only if results were 
achieved. 

But critics have urged the 
directors to give the cash back 
as a "gesture" to struggling staff. 

An Oxfordshire nurse, who 
asked not to be named, said: "It 
is not fair. Nurses are working 
too hard and not getting paid 
enough."

Jacquie Pearce-Gervis, 
chairman of Oxfordshire-based 
watchdog Patient Voice, said: 
"When cuts are being made it 
seems absolutely crazy to give 
them these payments. 

"They should forego their 
bonuses. That would be a nice 
gesture." 

Royston Sugden, a carpenter 
for the trust, said the payments 
were "a kick in the teeth". 

Victoria Couling, of the Royal 
College of Nurses said it would 
send a "powerful message" if 
managers decided to give up 
their bonuses. 

Trust directors can expect the 
bonuses as part of their salaries 
unless they fail to meet targets. 
Last year they lost 12.5 per cent 
from the bonus pot because bed 
blocking and A&E waiting times 
targets were missed. 

While all staff were on a pay 
freeze last year, those earning 


less than £21,000 were given a 
one-off payment of £250 in April 
last year. All employees received 
a one per cent rise this year. 

Executives are not subject to 
the same contracts as most NHS 
staff and so are not subject to the 
freeze. Last year the 16 
executives' pay totalled £1.29m 
and two of them received pay 
rises of at least £5,000. 

The figure also rose from 
£1.27m the year before - 
2011/12 - because two directors 
were appointed in May 2011 
and were therefore not paid a 
full year's salary. 

When asked for details of the 
targets the directors met for their 
bonuses, the trust referred to: 
"delivering compassionate 
excellence", "delivering better 
value healthcare" and 
"becoming a resilient, flexible 
and successful organistation". 

The trust was unable to give 
details of bonus and salary 
payments for each director or 
explain why two directors were 
given pay rises.

OUHT chairman Dame Fiona Caldicott 
defended the bonus payments. 

She said: “Oxford University Hospitals 
is one of the largest trusts in the country 
with 11,000 staff and an annual turnover 
of more than £822m. 

“The performance-related payments to 
the executive directors reflect the level 
of performance achieved by these 
individuals set within a challenging 
agenda of improvement over the last 
three years. 

“The total 
salaries of our 
executive directors, 
including the entire 
pay-related 
performance, if 
awarded, are in line 
with benchmark 
salaries for similar 
NHS trusts. _ ... 

“We take Dame Fiona Caldicott 

independent HR advice on good practice 
in setting terms and conditions in the 
public sector, including making 
comparisons with salaries in NHS trusts 
of a similar scale to ours. 

“We are not out of line. We choose to 
give part of the directors’ remuneration 
as pay-related performance in order to 
link pay to performance. 

“The executive directors have 
performed extremely well during a period 
of unprecedented change in the NHS, 
and the performance-related payments 
reflect the achievement of the team’s 
corporate objectives.”

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■ New figures reveal growing number of teenage girls are overdosing 


Facing perils of 
drinks, drugs 


THERE has been a big rise in the 
number of young girls 
overdosing on drink and drugs, 
new figures reveal. 

Cut-price alcohol and easy access 
to legal highs have been blamed for 
the rise of just under 20 per cent in 
two years, which has seen 1 66 girls 
under 18 and 75 boys under 18 
going to hospital. 

In 2012/13, there were 241 
underage admissions for drug and 
alcohol overdoses, one more than in 
2011/12, and 39 more than in 
2010/11. 

Charities blame a mixture of 
vulnerability, legal highs freely 
available on the Internet and cheap 
alcohol. 

Oxfordshire Addaction, a young 
person's drug and alcohol charity, has 
called on ministers to act. 

The group said a minimum price 
for alcohol was vital plus more 
research into the booming legal highs 
market. 

Spokesman Elliot Elam said: "These 
statistics are certainly high and we

find a lot of young women are being 
admitted to hospital because of 
alcohol and drugs. 

"One major factor is that alcohol is 
more available and affordable than 
ever before. 

"Young women are drinking far 
more and that can often lead to A&E. 

"With drugs, we would like 
ministers to invest in services such as 
ours that can deal with legal highs. 

"Little is known about these 
substances including how they affect 
people who have taken other drugs 
or who have been drinking." 

Oxfordshire hospitals admit more 
than two young girls a week for 
drink- or drug-related mishaps. 

Girls under 18 are three times 
more likely than boys to end up in 
hospital after overdosing. 

A Freedom of Information request 
revealed that in 2012/13, Oxford's 
John Radcliffe Hospital admitted 122 
girls for drink and drug mishaps 
compared with 57 boys. 


At the Horton General, Banbury, in 
2012/13, there were 44 girls admitted 
for overdosing but just 18 boys. 

Girls between 15 and 1 7 are most 
likely to go to hospital. 

Oxfordshire MP Nicola Blackwood 
has campaigned for greater 
awareness of the problems that girls 
face. 

She said: "Drug and alcohol abuse 
can be an indicator of an underlying 
problem like bullying at school, 
abuse at home or even sexual 
exploitation. 

"Pushing boundaries is a part of 
growing up, but parents, schools and 
health services need to get to the 
bottom of why these numbers are 
increasing. 

"Solutions to limit the supply of 
drugs and alcohol by enforcement 
will help, but you also need 
intervention where drug or alcohol 
abuse is secondary to a deeper 
issue." 

Eric Appleby, of Alcohol Concern, 
added: "We can start by having a 
minimum unit price and restricting 
alcohol advertising."

But investigators then established 
that Mr Hope had a further pension 
with British Airways, which he also 
hadn't declared."

L ady Gaga makes her big screen 
acting debut in Machete Kills 
and the chameleonic pop vixen 
is a perfect fit for Robert 
Rodriguez's blood-soaked sequel. 
Not only is the film festooned with 
scantily-clad femmes in revealing 
costumes but Kyle Ward's script 
repeatedly looks for shock value in 
every outlandish set-up. 

Consequently, one henchman is 
sucked into the blades of a 
helicopter by his own intestines and 
another group of underlings is 
eviscerated into glistening entrails 
by the outboard motor of an 
airborne speedboat. 

Anything can, and does, happen 
in Rodriguez's anarchic caper, 
including a ludicrous sci-fi finale 
recycled from late 1970s James 
Bond. Unfortunately, all of the 
gratuitous bloodshed and high- 
velocity hijinks are dull and 
repetitive. 

Machete Kills puts the tat in Mex- 
ploitation, the frankenword coined 
by writer-director Rodriguez to 
encapsulate his Latin-flavoured 
homage to exploitation films of the 
1970s and 1980s. 

US President Rathcock (Charlie 
Sheen) grants Mexican superspy 
Machete Cortez (Danny Trejo) 
citizenship in exchange for hunting 


down an emotionally unstable 
terrorist called Marcos Mendez 
(Demian Bichir), who intends to 
launch a stolen nuclear missile into 
the beating heart of Washington 
D.C. 

Machete's assigned handler is a 
sassy undercover agent, who passes 
herself off as a busty beauty queen 
called Miss San Antonio (Amber 
Heard). 

"Try not to be distracted by the 
cleavage and hairspray. It's part of 
the cover," she coos. 

Machete wields his namesake 
without mercy as he cuts a swathe 
through Mendez's henchmen, 
unmasking the mastermind of the 
diabolical plot: an arms 
manufacturer called Luther Voz 
(Mel Gibson), who has a 
compelling reason for unleashing 
"gargantuan, irrevocable anarchy". 

Thankfully, Machete can always 
rely on his feisty sidekick with an 
eye patch, Luz (Michelle 
Rodriguez), and her underground 
band of brothers for back-up. 

Complicating matters, an elusive 
assassin called La Camaleon (Lady 
Gaga) and a vengeful brothel 
madam (Sofia Vergara) are also on 
Machete's trail, both intent on 
hunting down the superspy. 

Bookended by previews of a third 
chapter entitled Machete Kills 
Again... In Space!, Rodriguez's film 
outstays its welcome well before 
Gibson enters the fray as a 
deranged Blofeld-style villain intent 
on establishing a new world order. 

Trejo barely registers emotion, 
even rage, as he slices, dices and 
decapitates the supporting cast

V auxhall's Mokka is the answer 
to a prayer that, until relative¬ 
ly recently, no one had ever 
uttered. 

Even a decade ago, anyone look¬ 
ing to buy a 4x4 knew that they 
would probably have to settle for 
something pretty large, pretty func¬ 
tional and sporting a hefty price tag. 

Then came the recession and with 
it the phenomenon of downsizing, 
with people demanding the technol¬ 
ogy and luxury of large vehicles in a 
smaller, less expensive package. 

No part of the market saw this 
more than the so-called compact 
sports utility vehicle sector, which is 
continuing to grow with models 
ranging from the Skoda Yeti to the 
Nissan Juke and Qashqai. 

With prices starting at about 
£16,000, and a choice of four trim 
levels, the rugged looks and muscu¬ 
lar stance of Vauxhall's entrance into 
the segment cloaks an elegant exte¬ 
rior and a well-finished cabin, lifted 
by splashes of chrome and packed 
with the latest technology. 

Riding on 18-inch alloy wheels, 
the Mokka has softer, less involved 
handling than a car like the Nissan 
Juke, with the emphasis firmly on 
ride comfort. So though the car, with 
its compact dimensions and battery 
of parking sensors, is perfect for city 
motoring, it also soaks up long-dis¬ 
tance hauling with quiet ease. 

This is particularly true of the 


diesel version whose 1.7-litre tur¬ 
bocharged engine, though a tad 
rumbly while pottering around 
town, settles down beautifully on the 
open road to give a relaxed ride, 
combined with excellent fuel econo¬ 


my. 


Vauxhall expects just over half of 
all Mokka buyers to opt for the front- 
wheel-drive version, with the diesel 
proving to be the most popular 
engine. 

Safety is paramount on family cars 
and the Mokka sports a full comple¬ 
ment of electronic systems, from 
anti-lock braking complete with cor¬ 
nering brake control and brake 
assist, to an electronic stability pro¬ 
gram with traction control. 

In addition, technology helps both 
with hill starts, and when descend¬ 
ing steep slopes covered with gravel 
or other difficult surfaces. 

The top-of-the-range test model is 
a truly high-specification beast, 
packing in everything from leather 
upholstery and heated front sports 
seats, to ultra-bright bi-xenon head-
